THE COMMITTEE DECIDED FEB. 8 WITHOUT DISCUSSION OR OBJECTION

NATIONAL CONFERENCE IN SUPPORT OF THE PEOPLES OF 
ZIMBABWE AND NAMIBIA. ITS MEMBERS WILL BE OFFICERS OF THE

7. COMMITTEE ON NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS (NGO'S) - 

THE 13-MEMBER COMMITTEE ON NGO'S BEGAN A ONE- WEEK SESSION FEB. 7 
BY ELECTING DAHLEN (SWEDEN) CHAIRMAN AND KUBBA (IRAQ) VICE 
CHAIRMAN. AFTER A PROCEDURAL DISCUSSION, IT WAS DECIDED TO 
POSTPONE TAKING DECISIONS ON APPLICATIONS FOR CONSULTATIVE STATUS 
OR RECLASSIFICATION UNTIL A LATER TIME. HOWEVER. THE COMMITTEE 
DID REVIEW 23 OF THE 44 APPLICATIONS. REPRESENTATIVES OF 16

DEPUTY PRIME MINISTER, AND TO VISIT CERTAIN AREAS OF THE CITY 
WHICH WERE DAMAGED DURING THE CONFLICT. 

9. SECURITY COUNCIL - BENIN S COMPLAINT 

THE SC FEB. 8 APPROVED WITHOUT VOTE REVISED BENIN-LIBYA- 
MAURITIUS RESOLUTION (S/1 2282/REV. 1) WHICH AFFIRMS THE 
TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY AND POLITICAL INDEPENDENCE OF BENIN MUST BE 
RESPOECTED; DECIDES TO SEND A THREE-MEMBER SC MISSION, TO BE 
APPOINTED AFTER CONSULTATIONS, TO BENIN TO INVESTIGATE THE JAN. 

16 EVENTS IN COTONOU AND REPORT NOT LATER THAN THE END OF 
FEBRUARY; AND DECIDES TO REMAIN SEIZED OF THE QUESTION. 

PRESIDENT MURRAY (UK) SAID HE WOULD BEGIN CONSULTATIONS ON THE 
COMPOSITION OF THE MISSION FORTHWITH. BEFORE THE SC ACTED ON THE 
RESOLUTION, STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY REPRESENTATIVES OF THE SOVIET 
UNION, LIBYA, FRANCE. ROMANIA, PAKISTAN, CHINA, INDIA, TOGO, 
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CUBA, SOMALIA, MALI AND PANAMA. 

(THE UN CIRCULATED (S/12283) TEXT OF NONALIGNED COORDINATING 
BUREAU COMMUNIQUE, AT REQUEST OF BUREAU CHAIRMAN AMERASINGHE 
(SRI LANKA), WHICH EXPRESSED GRAVE CONCERN OVER THE JAN. 16 
EVENTS; RECALLED THE DECLARATION BY THE COLOMBO NONALIGNED 
MEETING WHICH LISTED USE OF MERCENARIES TO UNDERMINE 
INDEPENDENCE OF SOVEREIGN STATES AND OBSTRUCT THE STRUGGLE OF 
NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS AGAINST COLONIAL RULE AS A 
DANGEROUS MANIFESTATION OF INTERFERENCE IN INTERNAL AFFIARS OF 
STATES; CONDEMNED ALL SUCH ACTIONS; AND EXPRESSED HOPE THAT THE SC 
MEETING WOULD RESULT IN EFFECTIVE MEASURES TO DETER AND PREVENT

SOVIET UNION - TROYANOVSKY SAID THAT, FROM THE FACTS BEFORE 
THE SC. IT EMERGED THAT THE CHOICE OF A PROGRESSIVE COURSE BY 
BENIN WAS NOT TO THE LIKING OF THE FORCES OPPOSED TO THE LIBERATION 
OF AFRICA; THE EVENTS IN BENIN WERE PART OF CONTINUING EFFORTS 
TO REVERSE AFRICAN HISTORY. 
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LIBYA - KIKHIA ASKED: WHY WERE THE PEOPLE OF BENIN "AGGRESSED 
AGAINST" IN THIS MANNER AS THE PEOPLES OF GUINEA, ZAIRE, 

NIGERIA, UGANDA AND ANGOLA HAD BEEN BEFORE? WHY WERE THE PEOPLE OF 
ZIMBABWE AND NAMIBIA MENACED WITH GENOCIDE AT THE HANDS OF HIRED 
MERCENARIES? WHY WERE THE PEOPLE OF MOZAMBIQUE FACED WITH 
THREATS? THE ANSWER, HE STATED, WAS THAT THESE PEOPLES HAD

TELEGRAM FROM COL. QADHAFI TO PRESIDENT KEREKOU OF BENIN 
EXPRESSING COMPLETE SUPPORT FOR THE PEOPLE AND GOVERNMENT OF 
BENIN. 

FRANCE - LEPRETTE JOINED IN EXPRESSING ABHORENCE OVER "THE INTER- 
VENTION OF WHICH BENIN HAD BEEN A VICTIM." THE FRENCH PRESIDENT 
HAD REPEATEDLY SAID THAT AFRICA SHOULD BE LEFT TO THE AFRICANS, 

WITH THE SOLE EXCEPTION OF AID IN DEVELOPMENT. REFERENCE HAD 
BEEN MADE TO SOME MUNITIONS OF FRENCH ORIGIN, BUT THERE SHOULD 
BE NOT EVEN AN IMPLIED CONNECTION WITH THAT FACT AND FRANCE, HE

ROMANIA - GHEORGHE CALLED THIS A CLEAR CASE OF "FLAGRANT 
VIOLATION" OF THE SOVEREIGNTY AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF A 
MEMBER STATE AND INTERFERENCE IN ITS INTERNAL AFFAIRS, 

SPOKE OF THE TIES OF FRIENDSHIP BETWEEN ROMANIA AND BENIN, 

AND SUPPORTED THE DRAFT RESOLUTION.

PAKISTAN -AKHUND BELIEVED THERE WAS "NO DOUBT OF ARMED 
INTERVENTION," WHICH APPEARED TO HAVE BEEN EXECUTED 
BY "SOLDIERS OF FORTUNE". HE THOUGH BENIN'S REQUEST FOR AN 
SC MSSION REASONABLE, WOULD SUPPORT THE RESOLUTION, 

AND SAID FURTHER COUNCIL ACTION SHOULD BE BASED ON THE NEED

NOT TO THE CHOICE OF OTHERS. CLEARLY, "FOREIGN AGENCIES" 

WERE INVOLVED REGARDING THE MERCENARIES, EVEN IF FOREIGN
